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School Board Cuts 
Budget; Finance 
Board Says More 


school committee Tuesday 
voted to come part-way to- 
ward meeting the finance commit- 
tee’s demands for an over $7,000 
cut by dropping the budget total 
from $189,035 to $185,500. The fi- 
nance committee will, however, in- 
sist on its original recommenda- 
tion that the budget be cut to 
around $182,000. 


Much of the time of the commit- 
tee was consumed by a discussion 
of the report of the two Taxpayers’ 
association representatives, with 
some of the members emphatically 
denying that there was any “pad- 
ding’ and the member who made 
the original remark stating that it 
was done in jest and was not in- 
tended to be taken seriously. There 
was some feeling that the entire 
original budget should be adhered 
to, but finally on taking up the in- 
dividual recommendations of the fi- 
nance committee, it was decided to 
eliminate the following items: 
travel expense $150 and Bradlee 
school basement $3,000. The travel 
expense item was cut on Mr. San- 
born’s statement that $110 would 
be sufficient instead of the com- 
mittee’s original $260, There was a 
long discussion of the Bradlee 
job, but it was finally voted out as 
an item not absolutely necessary 
this year. It was stated during the 
discussion that other basements, 
John Dove and Indian Ridge, were 
in no better condition than the 
Bradlee basement.

Present indications point to a 
town meeting fight between tree 
warden G. Richard Abbott and the 
finance committee, Mr. Albbott not 
having agreed to cut his budget to 
the previous years’ figures of 
$5,000 from the $9,900 which he is 
requesting this year. The finance 
committee emphatically disap- 
proved the request for nearly twice 
the usual budget. 

The budget was also studied by 
Taxpayers’ association representa- 
tive Walter Curtis, who came to the 
Same conclusion that the finance 
committee reached. Mr. Albbott is 
also asking for an increase in the 
moth appropriation from $4500 to 
$5,000. Here the selectmen have 
charge, Mr. Abbott being appointed 
by them as moth superintendent, 
and they too have refused the ad- 
ditional request. Under the two ac- 
counts Mr. Abbott would have a 
salary increase of $416 annually or

Finance Committee Predicts 
Tax Rate Increase of $3.00 


A tax rate of $31.90, nearly $3.00 
higher than last year’s $29 rate, is 
predicted by the finance commit- 
tee if the expenditures recom- 
mended by it are approved by the 
town meeting. There is some doubt 
in the assessors’ minds however 
that the rate estimate is correct, 
for they feel that the finance com- 
mittee has not estimated on a high 
enough state tax assessment and 
has overestimated the receipts from 
the income tax which of course 
were lower last year than in 1937 
when the recession came along at 


| the end of the year. 


Two other items also make it dif- 
ficult to keep the rate down. Last 
year $30,000 was appropriated from 
free cash to reduce the rate nearly 
$2.00. On January 1 of last year 
town treasurer Eaton had over 
$70,000 available in free cash, but 
this year it is in the $30,000’s. Ac- 
cordingly, not much can be counted

All departments except the tree 
and school have complied with the 
committee’s recommendations for 
cuts. In the town report the tree 
warden’s figure will appear as 
$5,000, which the finance commit- 
tee has approved against Mr. Ab- 
bott’s $9500, and the school figure 
will appear as $181,328 while the 
committee will ask for $185,500. 

The committee approves article 
5, which will allow the town to use 
$13,150 refund from the gasoline 
tax for any legal purpose. This will 
probably be used to apply against 
the B. P. W. accounts.

Gives Talk On 


Training School 

In spite of the inclement weather, 

a large group of ladies gathered at 
Mrs. Stafford Lindsay’s home last 
Wednesday afternoon to hear Earl 
J. Walton, Superintendent of the 
Middlesex County Training School, 
the largest in the state, speak on 
his work with the boys. The meet- 
ing was sponsored by the League 
of Women Voters’ Study Group on 


“Juvenile Delinquency,” of which 
Mrs. Lindsay is chairman. 
Training schools are a part of 


the public school system, supported 
by the counties and are not reform 
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Boys, are sent there only on 
charges of truancy. Regular class 
work is carried on in grade and 
high school work. Every boy must 
study one of the trades taught at 
the training school, which is self- 
sustaining. The boys who are 
trained in the bakery easily get 
work in that line when they are 
discharged from the school. 

A system of rewards is used in- 
stead of punishment. Four H clubs 
are organized among the boys, and 
Mr. Walton, who has long been in- 
terested in Boy Scout work, has 
the first Training School Boy Scout 
Troop. A 30-piece band very suc. 
cessfully competes with other 
Training School bands. Attendance 
at church and Sunday School ser- 
vices is required. 

The dormitory plan is used with 
a house father and mother in each 
building, to give as much of a 
family touch as possible. Mr. Wal- 
ton stated that 90 percent of the 
boys go through life without any 
further difficulties with authorities. 


Mr. Walton, who has _ been 
trained in sociology, has been 
superintendent of the Training 


School for ten years and his per- 
sonality, mannerisms and enjoy- 
ment of his contacts with the boys 
made it evident Middlesex County 
is fortunate in having so outstand- 
ing a man as superintendent of its 
Training School. 

In closing, Mr. Walton extended 
an invitation to those present to 
visit the school at any time, and 
displayed pictures of the boys en- 
gaged in various activities and re- 
creations at the school, of which 


he may well be proud.

In its annual report the finance 
committee, speaking of the article 
which asks $500 with which to 
keep the North school open after 
September first contrary to a Te 
cent vote of the school committee, 
intimated that this is a schoo! 
board problem. Since the article 
was inserted not by the board but 
by private citizens, the finance 
committee statement cannot be 
construed as a slap at the school 
committee but rather as a sub- 
stantiation of the school officials’ 
feeling that the problem is more 
of an educational one than a finan- 
cial one, 

There was very little talk in the 
school board meeting of the finan- 
cial savings to be realized from the 
closing of the North school, the 
final decision being made because 
it was felt that six grades under 
one teacher did not allow for 
proper instruction of each individu- 


al grade. The plan would be to 
transport the children to the 
Shawsheen school where they 


would be able to receive individual 
instruction from teachers who 
spend all their time with one 
grade. Few people in Andover had 


actually realized that this noted 
educational town had in its con- 
fines a school where one teacher 
teaches six grades in one room, 
and that is why it is felt that at 
town meeting the voters will up- 
hold the school committee’s feel- 


ing that this serious defect in the 
Andover school system must be 
cleaned up, 

The people in the North district 
are quite naturally opposed to the 
move, just as the »°onle in every 
district where a school has been 
closed have been opposed in the 
past. It is easy to understand their 
feelings, and to sympathize with 
them. And yet for years the chil- 
dren of the southern section of the 
town have been brought in to the 
central schools, even the small 
youngsters, and there have been 
no complaints from any of the par- 
ents down there about it. The 
people do feel opposed to it now, 
but if human nature in the North 
district is like what it is in the rest 
of the world, it won’t be long be- 
fore the parents will be mighty 
glad that their children are secur- 
ing the educational advantages af- 
forded by the closing of a _ six 
grade under one teacher school, 
It’s not a financial problem at all. 
We feel that every department 
should eliminate all unnecessary 
expenditures, but where it is as 
serious an educational problem as 


the North school presents, has 
presented for years, the school 
committee should have voted to 
close the school even if it had 
meant a greater expense to the 
town,
